JAPAN. 

Our advices from the Japan ports by the present (P. and O.) mail 
are of no later date than those received by the Pacific mail on 
the 4th inst., and published in our issue of the 8th. The Pacific 
mail steamer Great Republic arrived at San Francisco on the 
26th ult., with advices from Yokohama to the 6th August, and 
the following items of news have been telegraphed. 


Yokohama papers say the rebellion of the farmers of Fakuoka 
Ken and other kens has been put down. The rebels were guilty, 
in many instances, of shocking barbarities. When close pressed 
many of them committed hari-kari. 

The Emperor and Empress have gone to the Hot Springs. 
Last — on the occasion of their visit foreigners were excluded, 
but this time they were not interfered with. 

The press speaks favourably of Soyesima’s mission to the 
Emperor of China, and predicts most satisfactory results from it, 


A gunpowder explosion at Osaka has killed a large number of 
persons, 


The railroad from Osaka to Kiobe is progressing favourably. 
Business throughout the Empire is very dull.

PEKING AND TIENTSIN. 

A drawing of the ceremonial attending the Audience given by 
the Emperor to the Foreign Ministers le been made by Mr. 
Grimani, and photographed by Mr. Child, gas engineer to the 
Customs at Peking. The details of the ceremony were as fol- 
lows :—Very early in the morning of the 29th June, the day 
appointed for the Audience, the Ministers assembled at the 
house of General Vlangally, the doyen of the Corps ; and were 
met by Chunghow, who conducted them to the ‘Antunes tempel 
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Arrived here, they were taken into a chamber called the Emperor’s 
robing room, where a collation was spread, and where the membets 
of the Tsung-li Yamen were assembled. After waiting an in- 
definite time, talking and “refreshing,” the arrival of the 
Emperor was announced. The Japanese Ambassador had his 
interview first, alone. His rank, as full Ambassador, gave him 
precedence ; yet it would have been inconvenient for him to act 
as doyen of a body of which he was junior. A solitary audience 
was obviously the best solution. Our Ministers did a courteous 
thing, and one calculated to impress the Chinese favourably, 
whet they agreed to allow this course. As Ambassador, he of 
course stood higher in rank than they, but he could hardly have 
claimed this privilege. When Soyesima retired, Prince Kung, 
President of the Foreign Board, and Wenseang, Grand Secretary, 
conducted the other Foreign Ministers to the presence. The 
Emperor was sitting cross-legged on a throne at the end of the 
hall, about twenty feet behind a table covered with yellow silk, 
which served the double purpose of a barrier and a receptable 
for the credentials. 

The Ministers advanced in a row, with Wenseang on their left. 
General Vlangally then read in French an address of congratula- 
tion, which was translated by Mr. Bismarck (standing imme- 
diately behind him) into Chinese, and by Prince Kung (eneeling 
on the dais in front of the throne) into Manchu. "This is the 
moment which the drawing is supposed to represent. The five 
Ministers are well caught, particularly General Vlangally and 
Mr. Low. They are standing in front of the table with two 
Princes on each side, one of whom, we are informed, is the Po- 
wang (son of Sankolinsin). Prince Kung is kneeling on the dais 
to the left of the Emperor. The Ministers are arranged from 
rizht to left in the order of seniority as Ministers, viz., Vlangally, 
Low, Wade, Geofroy, and Ferguson, Immediately behind is Mr. 
Bismarck, the German interpreter, who read Mr. Vlangally’s 
address in Chinese. A host of Mandarins are arranged along 
each side of the hall. The address and translation ended, the 
Ministers advanced, and each with a bow laid his credentials on 
the table, the Emperor acknowledging them with a similar salute. 
His Majesty then said a few words in Manchu, which Prince 
Kung interpreted to be an expression of hope that the several 
Potentates represented were well, and that the Ministers them- 
selves would succeed in carrying on business satisfactorily with 
the Tsung-li Yamen—a pretty broad hint that they were not to 
bother him personally—and all was over. 


We have the gratifying intelligence that the Chinese Govern- 
ment are going to take energetic measures to coerce the abori- 
gines of Formosa, and compel them for the future to treat all 
shipwrecked people in a civilised manner, and with kindness. 
Jt is now understood that Le-hung-chang has been commanded 
to send an expedition to Formosa, to punish the outrages which 
were committed some months back by the aborigines on some 
shipwrecked Japanese subjects (Loochooans), and bring them in 
future under the Chinese Imperial laws. It is supposed that the 
Government have been powerfully induced to take this action by 
apprehensions that, if they did not, the Japanese themselves 
would take action. 

The Peking Gazettes are almost exclusively filled with the me- 
morials—to which we referred last week—of Tso-tsung-tang, the 
Viceroy of the provinces of Shense and Kansuh and Censor Woo, 
relative to the massacre, in the autumn of 1870, of over 200 of the 
inhabitants of the district of Kaon-tae. An Edict has been issued 
by the Emperor respecting this affair, His Majesty acknow- 
ledues the receipt of the memorials accusing the Manchu General 
Chine-lih of the massacre ; and states that he has degraded him, 
and commanded Kinshen to arrest and bring him to Peking, to 
be handed over to the Criminal Board to be dealt with according 
tolaw. ‘The event appears to have created considerable atten- 
tion amongst, and to be much canvassed by, the Chinese. 

On St. Swithin’s day Tientsin was visited by a hurricane, 
which lasted over an hour, during which time the roofs of houses 
were carried away, windows blown in or down, trees torn up 
and blown away, river junks blown from their moorings and 
colliding with other junks, either sinking themselves or the 
junks they collided with, &. With the wind there was also 
very heavy rain, which lasted all night. The rain which has 
alrcady fallen was much required, and will do a good deal of 
good in forwarding crops of millet. 

The relations of the Foreign-oftice officials with the Foreign 
Ministers are considered to be on the most friendly footing ; and 
it is rumoured in diplomatic circles that considerable advantages 
to foreign interests will accrue from the Ministers having had 
an audience of the Emperor. 





SHANGHAT. 
The present mail brings advices from this port to the 27th 


July ; the French mail from London June 6 arrived out on 
19th July, and the following French mail of June 13 on the 
25th July. The following items of news are from the Worth 
China Herald :— 


The superstitious fears of the Chinese in this neighbourhood 
have again been raised to a state of apprehensive disquiet. The 
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appalling Poe of blood issuing from a wall has nani- 
fested itself in a bath-house in the city. All that seems to be 
known now is thata man came out of a bath-house declaring 
that he had seen the tell-tale flood, and showed, as evidence, 
marks of it on his clothes there these had rested on the floor. 
The absurd story got to the ears of the authorities, and the 
Chehsien, rightly regarding the man as a dangerous popular 
agitator, gave him good reason to realise sanzuinary evidences by 
ordering him the frightful punishment of 600 blows, But 
though they very properly pooh-poohed this superstitious story; 
there seems reason to believe that the local authorities regard 
the signs of the times as to some extent symptomatic df trouble, 
and that they are unusually vigilant in the suppression of secret 
societies, and watchfully note the movement of turbulent cha- 
racters, whether resident in Shanghai or coming from distant 
provinces, particularly Hunan and Hoopeh. Native soldiery 
ave been increased, and have been stationed at various points 
in the villages round Shanghai. About a week ago a society of 
rowdies was discovered to have its rendezvous in a teahouse in 
Nankin-road ; several were caught ‘and severely punished ; the 
chief, head of a coolie hong, getting 400 blows. All this pro- 
bably means nothing more than that Shanghai is a place which 
attracts rascals, and from its multiplied government and other 
facilities affords a good base of operations for hatching plots 
which may mean little or a great deal. So far as the city is con- 
cerned, we may count on the officials doing their best to re- 
press disturbance directed against Imperial authority ; as to the 
Settlements, we may safely depend on ourselves, and on our 
vigilant police. ‘ 


The C.M.S.N. Company’s steamers Yungching and Fusing 
have collided while coming up the river. The two steamers had 
been in company on the way from Tientsin, and ran together 
from the lightship so closely that their commanders could speak 
with each other from their respective bridges. As they ap- 
proached Woosung Captain Roger, of the Fusing, found he was 
getting into shoal water, and the Lismore wreck being on one 
hand, he hailed the Yungching that he was going to port. The 
latter, in edging off, struck the Fusing amidships with her stern, 
carrying away boats and doing other damage. The circumstances 
have been mide matter of arbitration, and the finding is against 
the Yungching. 

We hear that, owing to the rapidity with which mud is depo- 
sited in the wreck, there is some probability of the salvage o 
rations at the Tonbridge heing abandoned. In face of many dif- 
ficulties these operations have been carried on for a considerable 
time with encouraging succe-s, the value of the cargo raised, 
which, notwithstanding long immersion, has generally brought 
good prices, fairly eeeing the enterprising salvors for their per- 
severance in an arduous work. But although a large Peep 
still remains to be recovered, the cause we have noticed so 
restricts further efforts that the advisability of blowing up the 
wreck is mooted as a final resource. 

We hear that the difficulties regarding the late elections in the 
French Settlement have becn arranged, and that the new Coun- 
cil has had a formal sitting, at which M. Voisin was elected 
chairman, and M. Aymeri vice-chairman. The other members 
are Messrs, Wheelock, Stoddard, Galle, Maignan, Leroy and 
Mackintosh. 


We notice that a large block of Chinese houses has been 
erected on part of the plot kuown as Probst’s Garden, next the 
Yang-king-pang. The houses are good one-story houses, and 
secm to have been readily let. Aorlice new floc, of houses is 
being run up a little farther on, on the same road, opposite the 
premises of the Southern Methodist Mission ; and other houses 
we sce are heing built in the same neighbourhood in the Rue du 
Consulat. This all goes to show that the Chinese population is 
increasing, We only hope building will not be again overdone, 
and a depreciation in value caused such as occurred four years 
ago. 

The new Henry-Martini rifles have been distributed to the 
Volunteers, after having been satisfactorily tested. We trust 
they will be properly cared fot, and that their possession will 
impart a new zest for drill, and a fresh interest to target compe- 
titions. It is in contemplation to afford the members of the 
corps an early opportunity of learning the proper mode of han- 
dling the new arin. e 


Her Majesty's ship Leven has been sold by auction. Messra. 
Boyd and Co. became the purchasers, the price being Tls. 6,300. 

The M.M. steamer //oog/y has been detained two days at 
Woosung for want of water to cross the bar. We wonder who 
is going to win. Will foreigners eventually persuade the Chirtese 
to dredge the bar, or will the Chinese compel the foreigners to 
build smaller ships ? 

The temperature continues at 88 to 90, and the monsoon to 
blow with exceptional strength. Altogether, the general verdict 
is that we have got very easily through the summer thus far ; 
but the continued drought gives rise to apprehensions of bad 
crops and consequent distress among the Chinese. 

From Ningpo and Soochow we hear of grave anxiety caused by 
the drought. In the Chekeang province agrarian disturbances 
are again being threatened. ; 
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sic) HONG KONG. 
Onur advices extend to the 2nd August ; the French mail from 
London June 20 arrived out on the 30th July. The following 


items of news are from the China Mail :— 

We learn that the Kowloong steam ferry-boats have heen pro- 
hibited from touching at Chinese Kowloong by the Mandarin 
there under pain of seizure. This has been brought about by 
Consul Sir Brooke Robertson, who, on the representation of the 
Colonial Government, brought to the knowledge of the Viceroy 
at Canton the prevalence of gambling in Kowloong with the 
connivance of the local mandarins. The Viceroy thereupon sent 
down ofticers to close these establishments. 

An attempt is being made to establish regular steam coim- 
munication between this and the growing purt of Sowkewan ; 
and we are sorry to have to record an accident to the pioneer 
boat lately, which ran on a known rock near Kellet’s Island, 
owing, it is supposed, to the lowness of the water. 

The Gazette contails a notice of the motion proposed by the 
Hon. R. Rowett relative to the consultation of barristers by 
clients, Itruns as follows :—That for the convenience, and in 
the interest of the public, it is desirable that all barristers-at-law 
admitted to practice as advovates of the Supreme Court in this 
colony shall be permitted to take business from clicnts  per- 
sonally, without ae intervention of attornies, in all cases except 
those in which litigation has been actually commenced in the 
Supreme Court, and that at the carliest convenient opportunity 
the Government of this colony shall adopt such means as may 
be necessary to that end. 

We have more than once mentioned the wide-spreading feeling 
entertained by Chinese against foreigners on account of kidnap- 
ping. Straws often show how the wind blows, and trifling inci- 
dents frequently indicate public sentiment. Some time since, as 
we hear from the interior, a missionary gentleman proceeded to 
a native town with the intention of negotiating for the purchase 
of a house to he used as a chapel. He travelled in a Chinese 
boat, and had no other object than the settlement of the pandas 
referred to. Notwithstanding this, the landlord could not be 
induced to go near the missionary’s boat, “fearing he might be 
forthwith carried off fora coolie ;” and the sale of the house 
naturally came to nothing. 

Dr. Eitel’s long-promised work on Feng Shui has at length 
been published. It is a most interesting brochure of nearly 100 

ages, and will doubtless attract considerable attention, the views 
it propounds being decidedly novel. We must, however, post- 
pone any lengthened notice until another occasion, A second 
edition of the same author’s “ Lectures on Buddhism ” has also 
made its appearance. 

The Governor, accompanied by his A.D.C., Capt. O'Callaghan, 
the Hon. C. C. Smith, and the Acting Registrar-General, has 
made an inspection of the Chinese Hospital, and expressed his 
gatisfaction, He recommended that the ward lately forming the 
Etsze Hospital should be fitted with more windows, so as to in- 
crease its ventilation. 

A report in our police columns induces the belief that the Go- 
vernor’s system of kidnapping-detectives has worked mischief, 
and we are glad to observe that the magistrates have curbed 
the tendency to over-zeal (or probably the attainment of more 

ivate pur seis by directing that for the future the kidnapping 

etectives shoul lay an information before the magistrates pre- 
vious to arresting anyone. . 

The Gazette states that on the nomination of Chief Justice 
Smale, the Governor has appointed Louis J. V. Amos, Esq., to 
be secretary and clerk to the Chief Justice. 

The steamer Douglas has been chartered by the Chinese Go- 
vernment for $10,000, to convey the ex-Hai-Kwan of Canton 
and his suite to the North. His Excellency, we learn, intends to 
spend a few days in Shanghai. 

Some fears have been entertained lest cholera should be brought 
to the colony by vesseis leaving infected ports, but these have 
happily as yet proved groundless. ‘The recent wet weather has 

n against its introduction. A telegram has been received by 
the Frertch Consul stating that no cholera had appeared at Saigon 
up to the 27th July. . 

Another unknown rock has been discovered by the steamer 
Luzon near Swatow, as also one in the Cap-sing-moon Pass by a 
Chines Imperial gunboat. 

The steamer Dercalion has discharged the cargo she took in 
at Shanghai for Singapore, and refused passengers from here to 
same place, as she did not intend to call there, lest she should be 
put in quarantine further on. 

The break in the Amoy Telegraph Cable was found on the 
29th July, and the repairing steamer is at work making good the 
defect. 

The Hong Kong Pier and Godown Company has discontinued 
work from August Ist until further notice, there being no funds 
to continue. operations, with a large sum (secured) due to the 
Hong Kong and Shanghai Bank. It is hoped that arrangements 
may be made to carry on the company. 

‘At the meeting of the Hong Kong Hotel Company the directors’ 
report—published in our last issue—was adopted, and the divi- 
dend of $3 per share recommended therein was declared. The 
re-election of Messrs. Burrows and Chater as directors, and of 
Messrs, Foss and Erdmann as auditors, concluded the business of 


the meeting. 
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SINGAPORE. 

Our advices from this port extend to the 10th August ; the 
French mail from London July 4 arrived out on the 3rd August. 
The following summary of news is from the Straits Times :— 

We had hoped to be able to report by this mail {hat the cholera 
had disappeared from our midst, but we are disappointed, as it 
still lingers, though it has not prevailed to any alarming extent. 
The few cases that occur are almost invariably in filthy neigh- 
bourhoods, and the highest death-rate has been about one per day 
in every 10,000 inhabitants. This is so very small that we do not 
see that there was any necessity for alarming (Governments every- 
where, and thereby causing all steamers and vessels coming from 
here to go intu quarantine. The epidemic scems to have almost 
ceased in the district where it first broke out, and to have come 
down into the heart of the Chinese portion of the town. 
Some few cases have occurred among natives in the Tanglin 
District ; but the Europeans have been comparatively free 
from its attacks. The cause of this is, without doubt, the filthy 
manner in which the natives live, and the nature of their dict, 
which is very conducive to derangements of the system ina 
poisoned atmosphere. Food for scientitie research may be afforded 
by the fact that the disease has prevailed most in the neighbour- 
hood of the canals and ditches. The police and Government 
authorities have been active in clearing out the filth from the 
houses, deodorizing the strect drains, &e., and all offensive trades 
have been put a stop to within the town limits. We are happy 
to learn that the symptoms are chanved for the better, and we 
have reason to hope that the epidemic will entirely disappear in 
a few days, 

The quarantine regulations enforced by other Governments on 
vessels touching at Singapore are the cause of serious loss to the 
place. The steamers Dewew/ion and Glengyle passed through the 
Straits on this account, and will coal at Galle, and the same 
thing has been done by a homeward-bound French transport. 
The transports to and from Saigon will, it is said, avoid this 
port so long as the epidemie exists. In the hope to avoid the 
necessity for quarantine at Saigon, and in Egypt and France, the 
Messigeries Maritimes steamers have refused to permit commu- 
nication between the ships and the shore, only allowing the 
coals and the mails to be put on board, and refusing all cargo. 

Politically there has occurred little of interest during the 
fortnight. The Bill on the Municipalities has been read a first 
time, but we have not yet seen the draft, and can therefore only 
judge of it by the sketch which the Governor gave of it ata 
former meeting, which is, to have a highly paid engineer, nomi- 
nated by Government, to sit as president. A Bill providing for 
the registration of Chinese immigrants has also passed its first 
reading, but has not yet been published ; and the Criminal Pro- 
cedure Bill, abolishing peal juries, limiting petty juries to 
seven, and providing for special juries, has passed its second 
reading. By this Bill, if a majority or all the jury agree 
in a verdict of not guilty the prisoner is to be discharged ; 
and if the verdict be guilty by a majority the Court must con- 
cur, or the case must go before a new jury. Cases punishable 
by death must be tried before special juries. The jury list is to 
be drawn by ballot, made public, nd afterwards submitted to 
the Legislative Council, where it may be amended, and after it 
passes that body it becomes the jury panel for the year. This 
measure will be likely to pee of great utility, and to relieve 
the merchants of the burden cast on them by the present cum- 
brous system of criminal procedure. The Stamp Ordinance 
Amendment Bill has been published, and the substitution of 
adhesive for impressed stamps, which it contemplates, will be a 
great public convenience. These are the principal measures now 
under consideration by the Council, and some of them bid fair 
to he the most popular introduced since these settlements be- 
came a colony. 

The Sporting Club have issued a programme for two days’ 
races in October next, and are inviting horse owners to enter 
their horses at an early day. It docs not yet appear, however, 
by any means settled that the mecting will be held. 

The Governor has granted one year’s leave of absence to Mr. 
D. Logan, Solicitor-General of Penang, and Mr, A. Logan is ap- 
pointed to act in his stead. Capt. W. J. Tatham, R.A., Acting 
Superintendent of Police at Singapore, has been appointed a 
justice of the peace.

Hankow.—The sales of Piece Goods had been smaller than for some 
time. Grey Shirtings had kept steady, and Drills show a further de- 
cline. Long Ells were in better request, and an advance had been es- 
tablished. Drills: English, Tls. 2.55 to 2.70; Dutch, Tls. 2.40 to 2.55 

er piece. Long Ells advanced about one mace per piece ; CPH Scarlet, 
Ts. 635 ; HH, Tls, 6.30 per piece. Figured Orleans: Without inquiry. 
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Metals: Lead in small request at Tis. 5.50 to 5.60 per picul ; Quick- 
silver, Tls. 100 per picul ; none in stock. 

SHancHar.—Cottons: The steady feeling noticed in our last report 
had ripened into greater activity, and an advance in the value of good 
makes of 8.4 Ibs. Grey Shirtings and Mexican T-Cloths. Other staples, 
however, though held more firmly, showed no improvement on last quo- 
tations. The arrivals of Plain Cottons from England during the fort- 
night had been light. Grey Shirtings : Good makes of 8.4 Ibs. wanted, 
and higher prices obtainable, while 7 lbs. and heavy Cloths were less 
inquired for. White Shirtings placed to a moderate extent, but at 
very low and unremunerative rates. Good makes of 7 lbs. Mexican 
T-Cloths in better request, and could have been sold at higher rates. 
The commoner makes were steadily taken, when obtainable at the low 
rates ruling. Drills had been sold in large quantities at very low and 
unsatisfactory prices. Consumption of these heavy goods had greatly 
increased, though at the expense of the importing merchant. Jeans 
in slightly improved inquiry, but Sheetings of English make were quite 
neglected. Fancy Cottons: Dyed Brocades suitable for Hankow had 
been in demand, but Damasks, as may be expected in the hot weather, 
were only taken at rates below market value. Some considerable sales 
of Black Velvets had been made, as also of different kinds of Chintzes 
ata slight advance on last quotations. Woollen and Worsted Goods 
had been in more general demand. Scarlet Long Ells showed a consi- 
derable improvement, and owing to small stocks, a further rise in value 
seemed probable. Figured Orleans had been in better inquiry, and had 
fetched higher prices. Spanish Stripes were also firmer, but still much 
under the equivalent of home values. Some large sales of Medium 
and Broad Cloth were reported, chiefly by German houses. From 
Tientsin the accounts were no better, but improvement seemed to be 
generally looked for. 

FoocHow.—Sales had been—Grey Shirtings, 8} Ibs., 1,000 pieces at 
$2.75 per piece ; T-cloths, 7 lbs, fine, 1,000 at $2.60 ; do., 7 Jbs., 1,000 
at $1.97 to 2.25. 

Hoya Koxo.—Only a very moderate business had beendone. Dealers 
had shown no inclination to operate freely, while importers, one or two 
excepted, had shown little desire to force business. The market closed 
firm, owing to the receipt of higher quotations from Manchester. 

Caytox.—Lead had been sold at a decline of 5c., and was quoted 
L.B. $7.60 to 7.65, W.B. $7.90 to 7.95 per picul. Quicksilver $150 per 
picul, quite nominal. 

Sincarorr.—Messrs, Boustead and Co. repor.—The arrivals of general 
cargoes are, the Cassandra steamer, Trafalgar str. and Antagonist from 
London, the Ajax steamer from Liverpool, and Carl Ritter from Ham- 
burg. Business in Piece Goods has not been active during the past 
fortnight, and sales have been at rather weaker prices for most descrip- 
tions, owing to the willingness of importers to make sales. 

Pexanc.—There had been no improvement in the market ; sales 
during the fortnight had been on a very retail scale, and principally for 
cash. Prices generally were weaker, and offers at lower rates for cash, 
less discount, for parcels in any quantity would probably be accepted 
by holders.

Hankow.---Messrs. Drysdale, Ringer, and Co.’s Report says :—We 
have had rather a quiet market, settlements for the fortnight being 
11,488 chests, 10,489 half-chests, 2,766 boxes, viz.: 1,373 chests, 4,425 
half-chests, 1,994 boxes, at 1s. Sid. to 1s. 7#d.; 8,857 chests, 6,528 
half-chests, 772 boxes, 1s. 2d. to 1s. 5d. ; 784 chests, 1s. to 1s. 1}#d. per 
Ib. ; 22,672 chests, 15,326 half-chests, 1,638 boxes shipped to Shanghai 
on native account. Business has been entirely in second crop leaf, the 
better kinds of which have commanded fully former rates, Cheong-sow- 
kais, Soong-yongs, Toong-shans, and Oonfars being taken at from Ts. 20 
to 24, second packs of the same districts selling at Tls. 17 and upwards. 
Opening rates for some of the other district Teas not mentioned in our 
last are :—Lee-lings, Tls. 164 to 173, against Tls. 194 to 20}; Ping- 
kongs, Tls. 16 to 174, against Tls. 194 to 204; Wun-kyes, Tls. 16} to 
18, against Tls. 20 to 214; Oonfars, Tls. 214 to 224, against Tls. 20 to 
244 per picul in 1872. At one time, owing to the unfavourable advices 
from Shanghai, there appeared some chance of a reduction in rates, 
but though settlements had fallen off considerably the last few days, 
we do not think prices lower, they being maintained by Russian houses 
who are now the principal buyers. 

Kruxtanc.—Black Tea : Six chops had been settled at Tls. 21.5.0 to 
24.5.0 per picul Stock 5,165 chests Green Teas: No further arrivals 
had ray place, but teas were expected to arrive in quantity very shortly. 
Stock nil. 

SuHancHat.—Black ; A large amount of business had been transacted, 
and the most that could be said in favour of the settlements was, that 
they were not so dear as the second crop of last season. Prices showed 
but little change on rates quoted last mail. The bulk of the purchases 
had been made in produce from the Oonam province. Oopacks had 
not been in favour. Hohows had been taken readily at gradually 
hardening rates. Ningchows had been inferior in quality to last year’s, 
but had commanded fully previous rates. Common teas were weaker 
and neglected. The few first-crop teas settled showed no decline. The 
market closed strong, but rather less doing. The second-crop had 
nearly all arrived ; it had been abundant and indifferent. Settlements 
for the fortnight 41,000 chests, stock 25,800 chests. Quotations : 
Hohow, common to good, 1s. 03d. to 1s. 54d.; Oonam and Oanfas, 
common to good, 114d. to Is. 64d.; Ningchow, fair to good, 
1s. 34d. to Is. S$ ; Ovpack, fair to good, 1s. 2}d. to Is. 53d. Green: 
Pingsueys continued in fair request, English buyers being again the 
main operators. Prices for inferior chops were quoted Tls. 2 to 3 lower, 
but the finer parcels had commanded fully former rates. Two chops of 
Teenkai and three chops of Fychow had arrived, out of which one chop 
Teenkai had been settled by an English buyer at Tls. 40 per picul, being 
a reduction in value of about Tls. 5 per picul from last year's excessive 
opening rates for similar class, 

Foocuow.—A fair business had been in progress at advancing rates. 
Congou : Settlements since the 6th July 96,725 chests, at prices varying 
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from Tls. 3 to 30 for boxes, and several small parcels had been taken at 
Tis. 42 and 44 respectively. Prices had been fairly maintained thrBugh- 
out, and for the better grades showed an advance of one to two taels ; 
arrivals 64,900 chests. Souchong: Settlements 9,000 chests, at Tls. 154 
to 36; arrivals 3,300 chests. Oolong; Settlements 6,600 chests, at 
Tls.15$ to 24}; arrivals 27,300 half-chests. Scented Teas: Settle- 
ments, 19,000 boxes Scented Orange Pekoe at Tis. 214 to 25, and 3,700 
boxes Scented Caper at Tls. 19 to 27 ; prices showed little or no change, 
and had been fully maintained throughout; arrivals 14,200 boxes. 
Flowery Pekoe: Settlements 1,800 chests, at Tls.25 to 70; arrivals 
1,100 chests. 

Amoy.—The market remained unopened at this port. The second 
crop of Oolongs had commenced to come in, and it was rumoured that 
the yield would fall short of expectations. Offers had been made for 
Congou at $18 to $19 for desirable parcels, but teamen showed no 
willingness to accept these. At Tamsui the market was quiet, any fine 
Teas being readily taken at what was considered moderate prices, 

Canton.—Messrs. Deacon and Co.'s Report says :—Since the de- 
parture of last mail extreme quietness has prevailed in the market. 
Considering the unfavourable advices of the home market, prices have 
been fairly maintained, which may in some measure be due to the 
small stocks held by teamen. Large supplies of unprepared leaf are 
on offer, but in view of the indifference evinced by foreign operators 
prices must decline before much buying results. Canton District Con- 
gou: A few hundred boxes at Tls. 18 to 19 are the only settlements, 
Scented Teas: Orange Pekoes, of fair to medium quality, may be 
quoted about Tls. 1 cheaper, but there is little change in the higher 
class, of which a few parcels have found buyers. Capers of medium to 
good medium description have been settled at a decline of nearly Tls. 2 
on the rates current a month ago, but in those at about Tls. 20 and 
under we do not notice much alteration. Canton Greens: Gunpowders 
have been settled to a small extent at rather easier rates that last fort- 
night, but buyers are few. 

SILK. 


SHanonat.—aA steady business had been done, resulting in the settle- 
ment of 3,500 bales, a good proportion of which go forward on native 
account. Prices were lower, particularly for the commoner qualities of 
Tsatlee, which could be had at Tls. 10 to 20 under last quotations, while 
the better kinds had experienced less fluctuation and marked only a 
trifling decline. Kahings had been quite neglected. The last sales of 
chops had been “Dragon” No. 3 at Tls. 477}. Kukee’s “ Chin Jan,” 
at Tls. 4124. “ Kiuhock,” at Tls. 3874. Blue Elephant, at Tls. 400. 
Red Peacock, at Tls. 3874, and Ching Yung Sing’s Kahing “ Gnaling”’ 
at Ts. 387}. Settlements for the fortnight, Chinas, 3,500 bales. Total 
settlements since Ist June, 12,000 bales, against 1872, 22,500 bales ; 
1871, 22,500 bales. Comparative unsold stock on this market on the 
26th July, 1873, 8,500 to 9,000 bales ; 1872, 7,500 bales ; 1871, 5,500 
bales. 

Cantox.—Advices from London regarding this article had been more 
and more discouraging, latest quotations (by telegram) for No. 4 Tsatlee 
being 13s. 6d. ; “sales difficult." Here $380 to $385 per picul, or 14s. 
10d. to 15s. 1d. per lb, was asked for fair quality of that class. In the 
early part of the fortnight there was some demand, and settlements 
for the French mail were 240 bales, the greater part being destined for 
Continental Markets. Since then there had been a lull, and only one 
purchase of 45 bales is reported for the outgoing steamer. The general 
impression was that prices must decline considerably before business to 
any extent can be transacted, but Chinamen were loth to give way, and 
as yet but a trifling reduction had been ceded. Native consumption 
had somewhat diminished of late, and this feature, coupled with 
gradually accumulating stocks, should indicate lower rates, The third 
crop was coming to hand, and the quality was pronounced superior to 
the former supplies received, although heavy rains must have proved 
more or less injurious to the outturn. The probable yield was estimated 
at 4,000 bales. Stock about 3,200 bales, viz. : 1,700 bales Tsatlees, 400 
bales Loongkong, 100 bales Cumchuck and Lacklow, and 1,000 bales of 
inferior sorts.

Photographs, with Letterpress descriptive of the Places and 
People Represeuted. by J. Thomson, F.R.G.S,  <tetfour 
volumes. Volume II. London: Sampson Low, Marston, 
Low, and Searle. 1873. 


The interest excited by the contents of Mr. Thomson's first 
part, which was uoticed in our issue of May 9th, is at least fully 
maintained throughout the present volume. The photographs 
are equally good, aud the scenes and people represented possess 
the adgantine of being less known to Europeans than those from 
the neighbourhood of Canton, which furnished the materials for 
the previous volume. Mr. Thomson takes us with him in the 
first Instance to Formosa, and presents us with specimens of the 
Pepohoan population which inhabit the inland valleys and low 
hill-ranges at the western base of the central chain of mountains. 
To ethnologists these photographs are of considerable value. 
They raise at once the presumption that these “ foreigners of the 
plain ” are much more nearly allied to the Malays aud the Laos 
tribes than to cither the Chinese or the ‘Tartars, Ma. Thomson 
also points out the great similarity which exists between the lan- 
guage spoken by them and that common to the islands of the 
South Pacific. Their manners and customs also bear a striking 
resemblance to those found to exist among the Laos and Miao- 
tsze in Burmab and China. The question is one full of interest, 
and will repay investigation. After giving us some interesting 
views of the island, Mr. ‘Thomson crosses with us to the main- 
land and lands at Swatow—a place, until lately, of very evil re- 


port. The port is one possessing peculiar commercial advan- 
tayes. It is situated at the mouth of the river Han, which 


flows through one of the most populous and fertile parts of 
the Province of Canton, and is spacious enough to afford 
shelter to even the largest vessels. But the lawlessness 
of the population has hitherto been destructive to its 
prosperity. Now, however, under the able rnle of the Viceroy 
Jui Lin, property has become more securé, and a brighter pro- 
spect seems to be opening for Swatow. A curious photograph— 
No. 19—represents a quaint old bridye at Chao-chow Fu, which 
recalls to the recollection the descriptions of old Loudon Bridge ; 
it is lined on either side with shops and houses, and affords space 
for one of the city markets. he turbulence of the Chao-chow 
Fu mobs is notorious, and it will be remembered that on several 
occasions our Consuls have been grievously assaulted by them 
when attempting to enter the city. Latterly the people have 
become reconciled to the presence of the “ Barbarians” among 
them, but the sight of Mr. Thomson photographing their bridge 
roused. their slumbering lawless instincts, and showers of mud 
and missiles warned him to retreat to his boat. Fortunately he 
received no damage, and his camera escaped with the loss of 
its cap. . 

Leaving Swatow we travel northward to Amoy, of which 
place we have—No, 37—a comprehensive and at the same time 
pretty view. In the foraueouel is one of those rocks to be found 
in every part of the world resting on a slight base, and invested 
with a halo of superstition. When it falls Amvuy will fall also ; 
a prophecy which in the present disturbed state of the country, 
when cities are constantly being taken and retaken by rebels and 
Imperialists in turn, will probably not fail of fulfilment if ever the 
huge boulder should come down. Amoy is one of the earliest ports 
to which foreigners resorted, and from thence was shipped the 
first tea imported into England. Further on Mr. Thomson gives 
us a glance at the Foochow Arsenal, one of the four which have 
recently been established, under foreign superintendence, in diffe- 
rent ete of China. To M. Giquel belongs the honour of having 
founded and managed this one, and when it is remembered that, up 
to the time of his undertaking his present post under Vicero 
Tso, he had had no special training fur the work, the way in which 
he has built and Jaunched ships and manufactured every kind of 
war material is astonishing. Foochow is doubtless the prettiest 
port open to trade in China, and it would be diflicult to imagine 
anything of the kind more picturesque than the scenery repre- 
sented in photograph No. 43, In romantic beauty the view, on 
the next page, of the Yuenfu Monastery far surpasses it ; but 
then this is only the nest, built in the rock, of a parcel of monks, 
who are far removed from all the necessities, bustle, and dirt, of 
trade. These holy men seem to have as great an appreciation of 
the beauty of scenery as had the founders of the old monasteries 
in England ; but there is this difference in their tastes, that, 
whereas the English monks always chose low sites for their Mabi- 
tations, these Chinese brethren invariably build on the sides of 
hills. 

As in the previous volume, Mr. Thomson gives us in the one 
before us sume very characteristic photographs of the natives. On 
one pase he compares the Chinese and the Mongolian typesof counte- 
nance ; on another he shows the various styles of coiffure in use 
among Chinese ladies, and ona third he introduces us to the stage, 
and depicts the dresses worn by the acters and male-actresses. 
Photograph 39 represents the compressed foot of a Chinese lady, 
and in the letterpress accompanying it is given a description of the 
means employed to accomplish the most unnatural results displayed. 
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One more prominent feature of Chinese life, beggars, finds por- 
traiture by illustration and comment, and in connection with 
this subject My. Thomson mentions some very interesting facta. 
The present volume atfords a still further insight into the social 
life of the Chinese, at the same time that it gives a very accurate 
idea of the coast scenery of the Province of Fukien. It contains 
about’ dozen more illustrations than were announced, and is to 
followed shortly by the .third and fourth volumes, which will 
complete this truly magnificent work. 








HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR QWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
RoutrerDaM, SEPT. 10. 


The Minister of the Culonial Department has just published his 
Budget for 1874, which is a very yuluiminuus document, af which the 
following are the outlines :—From furmer Budgets, yiz., 1807 till 1$72, 
there are stil} favourable balances at disposal, amounting to 107 millions. 
Of this sum two and a half millions are to be devoted to the improve- 
ments of harbours and rivers in Java, the construction of a lunatic 
asylum, and works to prevent inundatious at Butavia and Samarang ; 
two and a half millions for strengthening the navy ; and seven and a 
half millions for the expedition to Atchin ; so that there still remajnus 9 
favourable balance of ten millions, the application of which must be 
fixed by the Chambers. The administration of 1873 leaves a favourable 
balance of about sixteen millions, which amount will be reserved for the 
expenses uf the war with Atchiy. For the ensuing financial year the 
revenue is estimated at 1234 millions, and the expenditure at about 113 
millions, leaving a favourable balance of f.10,560,250. The quantity of 
coffee to be sold here is estimated at 750,000 piculs, at 45c. per half kilo. ; 
and ip Java at 158,000 picula, at f.40 to £.42 per picul. For the re-or- 
ganisation of the prison system of Java a credit is asked of £.1,U60,0UU ; 
the Minister intends: to introduce the Singapore system, but with this 
difference, that those who are condemned to forced labour will be em- 
ployed in the construction of public works in Java, to the manifest benefit 
of the public treasury. Further re-organisations aie to be applied in 
regard to the district administrations in Javaand Madura, the immediate 
augmentation of the wages for planting cotfee by f.1 per pieul, and the 
subsequent further augmentation to f£.15 per picul, in order to make 
this culture free for the people. The Minister further intends to 
improve the medical service of Java; to continue and extend the 
canstruction of public works, and to reorganise the stalf of engincers like 
that of the “ Waterstaat,” and to increase their salaries ; to increase the 
pay of the officers and soldiers, and to improve the barracks. Mr. Fran- 
sen van de Putte has proved by this Budget that he desires to puraue 
a liberal course with reference to our Colonies, What will his suc- 
cessor do ? 


Great complaints are made by our merchants that all the steamers of 
the Company Nederland start from and arrive at Nieuwe Diep, nut- 
withstanding that some vessels of small tonnage are engaged in the 
Company's service which could easily enter our harbour, and thus give 
Rotterdam a share in the Java steam trade. One of the consequences 
of the existing system is that nearly all the Java tobacco is stored and 
sold in Amsterdam. A scheme is now afloat to establish anuther Java 
steamship company. The “Stoomvaart Maatschappy Batavia” bas 
been brought forward, with a capital of £.1,344,000, in 112 shares of 
£12,000 each. According to the official Staats Courant, Mr. Alexander 
Adamson, af London, subscribes for twenty-eight shares, Mr. James 
Wilkie Adgmson for thirteen shares, Mr. Thomas Ronaldson for thirteen 
shares, Mr. Jan Hudig, shipbroker at Rotterdam, for one share, Mr. T. 
C. Schol, director of the Steam Company “Java” for one share. The 
remaining fifty-six shares must, according to the statutes, be placed 
within three years. Messrv. J. Hudig, 'T. C. Schal, J. W. Adamson, 
and T. B, Wescott are appointed managers. This is now the third 
Java Company which is principally backed by English capital, Our 
ship-owners sell their vessels, and instead of investing their money in 
undertakings such as these, they throw it away upon American railways. 
The object uf the new company is to build, to buy, and charter steamers, 
to ply between Holland, Batayia and other countries, 

It is probable that our steam-trade will be enormously increased by the 
new maritime establishments at Flushing, which were inaugurated the 
day before yesterday with a splendid ceremony, presided over by the King. 
Flushing is now our best harbour ; shipsand steamers of the largest tonnaye 
can enter the port at all times without the least difficulty. A steam line 
between Flushing aud London will at once be opened, and promises to 
become a very lucrative undertaking, for passengers can proceed, and 
merchandise can be transported, from the new port by rail to every 
part of Europe. A good deal of ground and many houses have been 
bought by Englishmen, who seem inclined to establish offices to com- 
pete with Antwerp. The railway works, the new sluices, and the har- 
bours are of great extent, and when ull is finished—which will be the 
case in 1875—the future of Flushing will be assured. Next Thursday 
the King will attend another national festival, the inauguration of the 
“Nimf,” the beautiful monument which has been erected at Brielle, in 
commemoration of the recovery of our national independence in 1572. 
From j-hence he will proceed to het Loo (after staying sume days in the 
Hague), where he will remain through the shooting scason, which is 
most promising, there being an abundance of all sorts of game. 

Some time ago it was stated that during this month a Congress 
would be held at Brussels, to regulate the international taxation upon 
sugara. I now learn, however, that this international Congress will 
not take place, but that the matter will be referred to diplumatic inter- 
vention. 

In my last letter I told you that a Commission had been appointed 
to investigate the necessity for the establishment of an East India 
brigade. This was not quite right. he Minister, it iy stated, has 
decided in favour af the principle that there must be a brigade, and

the Commission has only to settle its organisation. The report will be 
very shortly published, but the question remains whether the present 
Minister will then be in office, and whether other Ministers may not 
entertain other ideas. 

A very painful impression has been made by the news that the 
Assistant-Resident and the Controller of the Residency of Benkoelen 
have been murdered, On the same day that the telegram reached us 
the New York correspondent of the Nieuwe Ruticrdamsche Courant men- 
tioned that the Washington Cabinet had been informed semi-officially 
that the whole Malay population would revolt against our authority, 
and that the Sultan of Atchin had asked for the intervention of Ame- 
rica in the war with us, offering some commercial advantages in return. 
Ido not think this is correct, but it is certain that the war becomes 
more and more complicated, and that energetic measures must be taken 
to ensure our success. There is still a great lack of medical officers for 
the expedition, and from twenty-five to thirty would easily find engage- 
ments on high terms, 

Within a few weeks the Academy at Leyden will celebrate its third 
centenary jubilee. On this occasion a list will be published of all who 
have studied there, and amongst them will appear the name of your 
illustrious poet Milton. 

I regret to state that the cholera has made its appearance here. In 
the Hague and in Boshvop two cases have occurred, with a fatal result. 

Some time ago I mentioned that the Khedive of Egypt had invited 
some of our engineers to draft plans for new waterworks on the Nile, 
Their proposals haye not been approved of. 

The strike of the cigar makers has come to an end, and most of them 
are again set to work. 

The Steamship Company Java has built another new steamship, the 
Borneo, which will sail at once for Java. The (‘lebes will leave nine 
days later, with 400 soldiers, under the command of Major Hojel,

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THE SUEZ CANAL DUES. 

The shipowner is once more invited to consider the vexed qucstion 
of the Suez Canal tonnage dues. Mr. Daniel A. Lange, English resi- 
dent director of the company, publishes a letter, in which he endeavours 
to remove the doubts and misapprehensious which prevail upon the 
question. 

Mr. Lange makes a statement which is certuin to surprise not a few. 
It may be remembered that, some months ago, the Sultan of Turkey 
declared that the dues should be levied upon the utilisable capacity of 
the ship, and that, in his opinion, Moorsum’s rule hits that object with 
the greatest nicety. Immediately afterwards, M. de Lesseps cautioned 
all concerned agninat receiving this as a fixed regulation. The point 
would, he said, be debated at a meeting of the proprietors to be held 
last month, when those who were primarily concerned in the success of 
the enterprise would make their voices heard. Upon the decision of 
that meeting, according to M. de Lesseps, the whole question hinged. 
August has come and gone, and the shipping community have waited 
in vain for any declaration by the proprietors. Still, whether or not 
the shareholders have been cansulted, the matter has not escaped the 
attention of M. de Lesseps himself. He has, in fact, expressed an 
opinion in favour of Moorsom’s principle, although it will, if rigorously 
carried out, result in the long run in an increase upon the present tratlio 
receipts ; in other words, an increase of toll upon each individual ship. 
Those who are more immediately interested may work out Moorsot's 
rule for themselves, and determine whether it is the fairest upon 
which the utilisable capacity of a vessel can be based. But following Mr. 
Lange’s suinmary we find it to be something to the following effect :— 
Taking the hypothetical case of a ship of 619 tons English register, it 
possesses oy the Moorsom method 990 tons of utilisable net tonnage 
capacity. This is grounded on an estimated 50 cubic feet per ton, 
which is considered the most advantageous for the shipowner. Taking 
the existing regulations, the measurement would be struck at 6254 
tans, and the dues would be levied op that amount, or 614 tons less 
than upon the Moorsom principle. Supposing the Moorsom rule is 
finally adupted, of which under present circumstances there is every 
probability, and supposing also it were rigorously applied, there is much 
to be said in favour of the rules as they at present exist. In the 
aggregate the difference would amount to a pretty round sum to the 
British shipowner who may be largely engaged in commerce to and 
from the East. The fact that M. de Lesseps has pronounced, with a 
faint qualification, in favour of the new principle, may admit of two 
interpretations—the one, that he acquiesces in whatever he may think 
best for the interests of the company, let the detriment lie whcresoever 
it may; the other, that he feels himself unable to resist any decree 
emanating from the Sultan. In all probability the former bas been 
hig guiding motive in declaring himself satisfied, and the only hope 
against an excessive increase of toll rates iu an easy application of the 
Moorsom principle.

But he is one among many, and on all questions of vital 
importance to Penang he would be outvoted and therefore 
helpless. As a matter of fact, local expenditure ought 
always to be administered and controlled by local autho- 
Tities. Are the interests of Penang and Singapore, or in- 
deed of any other two dependencies that the British Govern- 
ment might arbitrarily link together, always identical, and 
are their needs in every case the same? Far from it.

THE PENANG GOVERNMENT. 
Te proposal to abolish the Lieutenant-Governorship in 
Penang, and to consign the interests of that settlement to 
the care of some official inferior in dignity and rank, has 





by no means found favour in the eyes of the local com- 
munity, nor is the scheme one to which we on our part 
can offer anything except opposition. We had always 
cherished the belief that in these days of political economy 
and enlightened administration the aim of the Colonial- 
office was, or should be, to assist. in developing the trade, 
agriculture, and prosperity of each dependency ; and to 
foster everywhere the spirit of internal autonomy and self- 
reliance. Longé aliter/ Either because parsimony sug- 
gests an opportunity for a narrow-minded and insignificant 
retrenchment, or perhaps because there are some leading 
spirits at Singapore who are using every endeavour to per- 
fect the predominance and supremacy of their own settle- 
ment, a plan has been matured in the Colonial-office at 
home for lowering the influence and authority of the chief 
official resident at Penang, and for bringing the place more 
than ever under the control of Singapore. It is not many 
years since an attempt, commercially nearly as detrimental, 
was made to cut off direct communication between Penan 

and the West by abolishing the covenant under vahick 
the Peninsular and Oriental steamers stop there to 
deliver and receive the mails, and this step was taken to 
effect a postal economy of £5,000 a year. Timely and 
judicious action saved the colony from this blow, and at the 
present day its trade has risen to $34,079,204 a year, or 
nearly double what it was in 1868. Yet without direct 
mail communication it might by this time have been as 
torpid and stagnant as Malacca. There is probably no 
test of the importance of a settlement which can bear 
comparison with that of the value of its trade, but if area 
be taken, Penang and Province Wellesley are together 
much greater than Singapore, or if population be con- 
sidered, the two former contain 36,000 more inhabitants 
than the latter. But if, as we contend, the total value of 
the annual trade is the one point which ought to be re- 
garded, then we find that Penang has commerce which has 
nearly doubled in five years, and which is still advancing 
more rapidly than that of Singapore ; it is a commerce, 
too, which differs in one very important element from the 
Singapore trade, for while the latter port is an entrepot 
exporting nothing of its own production, except a small 
quantity of sago and coir fibre worth about £40,000, Penang 
ships produce of its own manufacture, sugar, sago, tapioca, 
and so forth, to the yearly value of about £500,000. And yet, 
in the face of this increasingly important commercial pros- 
perity—in the face of the fact that the Penang trade must 
advance, whereas Singapore may be at any moment most 
seriously crippled if the Krah Canal scheme be carried out, 
the principal members of the Penang community have had 
to complain, in a memorial which they have recently ad- 
dressed to Lord KIMBERLEY, “That a system of centralisa- 
tion at Singapore has been introduced into the Government 
of the colony (The Straits Settlements), from which the 
interests of Penang severely suffer the power, 
responsibility, and influence of the Penang Lieutenant- 
Governor have been practically ignored, and local matters, 
in great measure, withdrawn from his control ;” “docu-

is reposed, and who is armed with full powers to check dis- 
order, regulate financial matters, and, in fact, promote and 
develop the interests of those under his rule, is the only 
substitute. No mere deputy, creature, or nominee, whose 
eyes are fastened upon his chief at Singapore, and 
who studies, not how to benefit the community in- 
trusted to his care, but rather how to gain approval at 
head-quarters, will meet the requirements of the case. But 
if the dignity, the honours, the authority, and emoluments 
attaching to the post all be lowered, only a second-rate 
man will accept it; so that the colony will sustain a three- 
fold loss—it will be controlled more than before by officials 
at a distance, who are little acquainted with its wants, and 
little disposed to inquire into them ; it will find its local 
affairs supervised by an officer of inferior rank ; and, lastly, 
any such officer will necessarily be a man less distinguished 
for ability than his predecessors. Another contention is, 
that in dealing with the rajahs near at hand, and in cor- 
responding with neighbouring chiefs, an official lower in 
rank than before would be placed at a disadvantage. No 
doubt there is force in this argument—name, rank, and 
personal influence count for much among petty Oriental 
potentates, but here we do not find ourselves on ground 
quite so strong as that on which we rested in*the 
former part of this discussion. In their foreign policy 
there can be but little disagreement between Penang and 
Singapore, and but few questions can arise of such extra- 
ordinary urgency relating to Penang as that they would 
suffer by a reference to Singapore for settlement. As a 
matter of fact, the surrounding tributary States in the 
mainland are more or less tributary to Siam, and every- 
thing important has to be referred to the Court at Bangkok 
for approval before it can be finally agreed to. This can 
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best be done at Singapore, and so also in the disputes and 


negotiation which we from time to time carry on, or 
ought to carry on, with the Dutch and the native 
chiefs in Sumatra. Matters could best be managed by 
placing a wise man at the head of affairs in Singapore. 
In feat, it is not going too far to say that unless we are 
prepared wholly to separate Penang and Province Wellesley 
from Singapore, and to erect the former places into an in- 
dependent colony, in all affairs relating to foreign policy 
Singapore ought to be supreme, though the Governor at 
Penang should have full authority to take immediate action 
in cases of emergency. Although some of our readers may 
perhaps differ from us in this view, very few of them, 
we believe, but will agree that, so far from further ham- 
pering the administrative powers of the Lieutenant-Go- 
vernor at Penang, the time has come to promote the de- 
velopment. of this thriving colony by creating, if pos- 
sible, a local Elective Council, and arming the chief 
executive officer with fuller authority. Such an 
object, however, can hardly be realised by a local public 
meeting, however influential, though that may do some 
good; but “it isa far cry to Loch Awe,” nor yet by a 
memorial which the. local officials may cavil at and delay 
under the pretence of enquiry, and which the Colonial- 
office may remit to slumber placidly in a pigeon-hole 
after drafting an answer purposely unmeaning and yet 
studiously polite. No, what we should like to see would 
be enquiry made and action taken in the House next 
session by the Member for Liskeard, and an influential 
deputation from among the Penang Residents now at home 
got up to wait on the Colonial Secretary and enforce their 
views. Direct reference to head quarters is most likely to 
succeed. 


THE SINGAPORE ROUTE TO AUSTRALIA. 

A LETTER, which Messrs. MACTAGGART, TIDMAN, and 
Co. have addressed to The Times, sets forth somewhat 
briefly the advantages offered by the new postal route 
through the Straits, and dwells exclusively on the gain to 
be derived from it by the colonies of Queensland and New 
South Wales. From our point of view it is more interest- 
ing to watch the operations of the Eastern and Australian 
Company as they are likely to affect the Straits and China. 
The most casual observer can hardly fail to be struck with 
the daily increasing importance of Singapore—and for the 
moment we refer not so much to the growth of her com- 
merce as to her position as our gateway to the Far East. 
The island must be held at any cost if British prestige in the 
Archipelago is to be preserved, if British trade in the East is 
to be continued and extended. And now a new position 
is forced, as it were, on Singapore. Henceforth, she be- 
comes not merely the half-way house to China, and the 
link that unites that Empire with India, but a new start- 
ing-point for Australia. She lies along the highway to 
those immense markets which will one day be surely opened 
up in New Guinea, and from Port Darwin down the whole 
Eastern Coast of Australia. 

Many regrets have been expressed that the Postal Con- 
ference, held between the Colonies a few months back re- 
sulted (as we confess we expected it naturally would re- 
sult) in a determination on the part of the different Go- 
vernments to consult their individual interests in the first 
place, and in the second place those of each other. It is 
too early to talk of Australia as one country ; and while 
Victoria may be willing to pay a large sum for the main- 
tenance of her present steam communication via King 
George’s Sound, it seems to us undeniable thatthe interests of 
New South Wales and Queensland clearly point to the route 
which they have now adopted, via the Hastern Archipelago. 
The northern and more tropical districts of Australia can 
be developed, in our opinion, only by Chinese labour. But 
it mest be labour secured, not on the miserable terms of 
the cvolie trade, but labour organised with strict adherence 
to individual rights, and with due regard to the mainte- 
nance of those social and family ties which alone can make 
the future Chinese population of our colonies an aid to the 
stability of the State in place of being a danger to it. The 
means which the new lines offer to the colonies for securing 
such a supply of labour are by no means over estimated in 
the letter we have referred to ; but as already said, the ad- 
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more specially to take note of. For years past this steam 
inter-communication with Australia has been called for. 
Desultory attempts have been made to supply the want, 
but the steamers employed have been of insufficient power, 
and irregular in their voyages. With a thoroughly efficient 
mail service, such as they are now promised, it will be the 
fault of the merchants of the East if they do not quickly 
supply the markets of Australia with sugar, tea, coffee, and 
spices. As the entrepét of this trade, Singapore must gain 
not only material wealth, but political and commercial in- 
fluence. She has formed a new alliance, and one which 
will prove of the greatest importance, not only to herself, 
but to the Empire for which she holds the key of the Far 
East. 


THE CHINESE COLLECTION 
EXHIBITION. 

WE have already published the official list of the awards 
given by the International juries at Vienna to exhibitors 
and contributors in the Chinese section. Two diplomas 
Uhonneur—distinctions given only for eminent merit in the 
domain of science, its application to the education of the 
people and the advancement of the intellectual and mate- 
rial welfare of the human race—are bestowed upon the 
Chinese section ; one to the Chinese Customs’ Service as a 
body, and one to the head of the service, Mr. Hart, by 
whom the machinery which has brought about such suc- 
cessful results was first set in motion. Of the next dis- 
tinction—the Medal for Progress—awarded to exhibitors 
who have furnished proofs of considerable advance over 
similar products exhibited at former exhibitions, three are 
awarded to the Government of China—Ist, for a collection 
of products which promise to be useful to industry ; 2nd, 
for a collection of native drugs and products of the animal 
and vegetable kingdom ; and 3rd, for exhibition of ‘textile 
industry, as shown in the large collection of spun and 
woven fabrics. A fourth medal for progress is awarded 
to the Chinese banker Hoo Kuang YUNG, whose muni- 
ficent contribution of silks and enamels has been fre- 
quently commented on and greatly admired. Of the Medals 
for Merit which are awarded to exhibitors who can show 
superiority of workmanship, cheapness of production, new 
openings for trade, &c., there are no less than twenty-eight 
awarded to exhibitors from China. Of these five are given to 
the Chinese Government, é.¢., for agriculture, for substances 
of food as products of industry, for pith-paper flowers, and 
for metal ware ; to the Chefoo Custom’s Office for silk ; to 
the Shanghai Customs for the same; to the Swatow Cus- 
toms for wood ware; to the Chinkiang Customs for bronzes, 
&e., &e., as well as to Hoo Kuane Yuna, the Hangchow 
banker, for silk piece goods ; to SUNG SING-LUNG, the well- 
known wood carver of Ningpo, for his elaborate carvings ; 
to the Ven.-Archdeacon Gray, of Canton, for old porcelain; 
to Mr. H. Korscu, of Kiukiang, for modern chinaware ; 
to Mr. R. H. Boycs, of the Office of Works, for bronzes 
and enamels ; to SHEN SHAO-NGAN, Foochow, for the ex- 
quisite Foochow lacquer ; to LEE CHING and Ho-AcuIna, 
of Canton, for embroidery and lacquer ware, and again to 
the Ven. Archdeacon of Canton, for his collection of 
articles illustrating national domestic industry. The 
diploma of merit is also awarded to the Ven. Archdeacon 
Gray for ivory ware ; to Colonel CookE, of Ningpo, for 
wood carvings ; and to Ho-ACHING and Acum, of Canton, 
for excellence in furniture and silk piece goods respectively. 
Medals of co-operation are bestowed upon Hoo, the Taotai 
of Hangchow, and upon Messrs. ARNHOLD, KARBERG and 
Co., of Canton; also—with a lavishness which cannot but de- 
tract from the value of the reward—indiscriminately upon 
all the Commissioners of Customs at the Treaty Ports. 

It is perhaps impossible that any such award should give 
general satisfaction. It appears, however, on the whole, 
both liberal and fair, though from our own survey and 
inspection of the Chinese collection we cannot but think 
that there are some few omissions which it is not perhaps 
too late to remedy. First and foremost among these we 
would mention the absence of any medal or diploma in 
the case of Dr. F. HirtH, of Canton, whose intelligent and 
most successful labours in the arrangement of the Canton 
collection certainly call for most emphatic and cordial 
commendation. The catalogue, too, of the Canton collec- 
tion, which was prepared, we believe, by him, is a work the

utility of which cannot well be overrated, and which is by far 
the most elaborate, accurate and full of any of the catalogues 
to be found in the Circle Orientale. We trust that a suc- 
ceeding list may rectify this omission, and that Dr. Hiern’s 
name may meet with the honourable mention and recogni- 
tion it so well deserves. We observe also with regret that 
no medal or diploma is awarded to the complete, care- 
fully arranged, and most interesting collection of Canton 
Silks made by Mr. Herbert Dent, of the house of Bir- 
LEY and Co. We have heard this collection most highly 
commended by well qualified judges ; we can ourselves 
testify to the intelligent knowledge it at once displays and 
conveys, and we fully expected that such gratuitous and 
voluntary labour would meet with public and oflicial recog- 
nition on the appearance of the list of awards. It appears 
to us, too, that while the services of the several Commnis- 
sioners of Customs are amply recognised and rewarded, 
those of their subordinates, by whom much of the work 
must have been done, and on whose co-operation the sue- 
cess of the several collections must in a great measure 
have been dependent, haye been somewhat cavalierly 
passed over. A glance at the catalogues, or the collection 
itself, will show at once how much intelligent subordinate 
labour must have been thrown into the affair, and we can- 
not but regard it as at least seeming somewhat hard that 
the services of the examiners and others employed should 
not have been recognised by awards of the medal for co- 
operation, which seems to have been especially designed 
for those who have assisted in secondary capacitics. A 
first glance at the list of awards may indeed remind people 
of the Dodo’s decision on the famous race in the veracious 
history of “ Alice’s Adventures in Wonderland ’—*Every- 
body has won, and all must have prizes ;” but a scrutiny of 
the names, coupled with a careful study of the collection, 
compels us to admit that there are some few omissions which 
we would gladly sce rectified, and some few awards the 
wisdom of which we are inclined to gainsay. 











THE INTERNATIONAL CONGRESS OF 
ORIENTALISTS IN PARIS. 
(FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT.) 
Panis, Sept. 9. 

The séance on Wednesday morning (the 3rd inst.) was prin- 
cipally occupied by a discussion on the Ainos. M. de Rosny 
gave a rapid sketch of the early history of Japan, and explained 
how these original owners of the soil had been driven northward 
into Yesso by the conquering race, and suggested that in the 
vague native legends on the subject of this origin might pos- 
sibly be traced indistinct recollections of the monsters shi in 
primeval times occupied the earth, In this view he was sup- 
ported by Madame Clemence Roger. M. Imanura Waro then 
read an interesting paper, in French, on the introduction of the 
Chinese characters into Japan, and a very able letter from Mr. | 
Van Hame, of Newhaven (Cnited States), apropos of the sources 
from which the ancient history of Japan is taken, was translated | 
by M. Madier Montjan. In the evening a grand banquet was given 
to the members and their friends at the Grand Hotel. Admiral 
Roye occupied the chair, and when the cloth was removed pro- | 
posed the health of the President of the Republic. Other 
speeches followed, and the “ Forcign Members” was given by 
M. Madier Montjan. Mr. Douglas returned thanks, and in the 
course of his speech expressed a hope that the Congress of 1874 
would be held in England, a suggestion which at the time ' 
met with considerable support, and which was adopted in con- | 
clave at the sitting on Saturday morning, when it was deter- 
mined to invite Dr. Birch, Keeper of the Oriental Antiquities 
at the British Museum, to be President. 

On Thursday morning the members of the Congress met at 
the Palais de VIndustrie, to view a magnificent collection of 
Chinese and Japanese works of art which were lent for the 
occasion, The collection occupied four large saloons, and repre- 
sented every branch of Eastern workmanship. Among other 
objects a Chinese bronze vase of the Shang dynasty (about 1,200 
B.c.) excited much attention, At the sitting in the afternoon 
M. de Rosny introduced the question of the origin and primitive 
migrations of the Chinese. On this point many diverse views 
were expressed, some of which found support: subsequently in a 
very interesting account given by the Marquis dHarvey St. 
Denys, on the ethnography of the Mias-tsze, as given by Ma 
Twan-lin in his celebrated Eneyelopedia. Mr. Douglas’ then 
read a paper on the importance of translating the annals of the 
Han Dynasty, in the course of which he proposed that as the work 
is of considerable magnitude an International Commission should 
be invited to join in the work. This suggestion was well re- 
ceived, and will probably be carried out. In the evening the 
adjourned discussion as to the practicability of establishing an 
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universal system for the transcription of Japanese was renewed, 
and an important paper by Mr. O’Neill, of the London War- 
office, was read on the subject. 

An interesting discussion ensued, in which M. de Rosny and 
M. de Bousquet, Interpreter to the French Legation at Yeda, 
took prominent parts. Nothing definite was agreed upqn, and 
the question was ultimately shelved. On Friday the Wance 
opened with an interesting communication by M. Louis Rochet 
on Taoism, and then followed a discussion on the Tartar and 
Indo - Chinese languages, upon which subjects M.M. Lucien 
Adam and Chavée threw considerable light. The afternoon was 
devoted ta the examination of the Malay and kindred tongues ; 
and M. Langenhof, a Dutch missionary, related in a graphie 
speech his experiences in the island of Borneo. Egyptian and 
Assyrian studies occupied the sittings of Saturday, and much 
regret was expressed at the absence of M. Oppert, who was too 
unwell to take part in the discussion on the language which he 
has made his. 

The first three days of this week are devoted to Semitic and 
other Oriental languages, and on Wednesday evening an Oriental 
dramatic performance is to close the session of 1873. As M. 
Longpeiser remarked at the banquet on Wednesday, the Congress 
is now an institution, and the meeting of next year will be 
looked forward to with increasing interest by the Oriental 
scholars af Europe. 











THE FRENCH TREATY WITH BURMAH. 

In pursuance of a motion made in the House of Commons on 
the 20th July an official translation of the Treaty concluded be- 
tween the French and the Burmese Governmeuts in January 
ast has been issued from the Foreign-oftice. It is pee by 
the “statement of motives,” as it is termed in French diplomatic 
procedure, which led to the conclusion of the Treaty, which are 
thus set down :— 

The Government signed, with Burmah, on the 24th of January last, 
a Commercial Convention which we have the honour to submit for the 
approval of the Assembly. A Burmese Ambassador, provided with 
special powers, having cume over to express to us in the name of his 
Sovereign a desire tu establish between the two countries relations of 
friendship and commerce, his overtures were favourably received by us, 
Although Burmah, inclosed on three sides by the British possessions 
which separate it from the sea, is not so situated as to take a very active 
part in the general movement of international exchanges, we were 
bound not to neglect this opportunity of facilitating access for French 
merchandise to a new market in the extreme East ; moreover, we 
could not do otherwise than give proofs of good feeling towards a 
Government whose proceedings bore witness at the same time tu its 
sympathy for France aud to those tendencies towards civilisation which 
cannot be too much encouraged in the Asiatic Powers. Jt would, 
besides, have been premature to have inserted in the Convention those 
numerous clauses on matters of detail of which our Treaties with 
countries where we have interests of some importance to protect are 
composed, 

We confined ourselves then, after having stipulated for the treat- 
ment of the most favoured nation for our countrymen, our commerce, 
and our Diplomatic and Consular agents, to procuring the acceptance 
of a few articles of more special import, the object of which is ta 
guarantee, for the products exchanged between the two countries, a 
maximum tariff of 5 per cent. both on entering and on leaving Burmese 
territory ; to confer on French Consuls cognisance of differences between 
French and Burmese subjects, and lastly, to secure for French mission- 
arics the same favours and immunities as are enjoyed in Burmah by 
the missionaries of every other nation. We have besides expressly re- 
served to ourselves the right of completing these several provisions by 
further arrangements. You will not hesitate, gentlemen, I hope, to 
sanction stipulations which constitute a new extension of our conven- 
tional rights in the extreme East, and to authorise, by voting the pro- 
ject uf law which we present to you, the exchange of the ratifications 
of this international instrument. 

The text of the Treaty is annexed, and is as follows :— 


The President of the French Republic and his Majesty the King of 
the Burmese, desiring to establish between France and Burmah rela- 
tions of amity and commerce, which they reserve to themselves to con- 
solidate and extend by the conclusion of further arrangements, have to 
this end named as their Plenipotentiaries, that is to say :—The Pre- 
sident of the French Republic, M. Charles de Rémusat, Minister for 
Foreign Aftiirs, &e., &e., &e. ; his Majesty the King of the Burmese, 
Mengyce Maha Saythoo Kenvoon Mengyee, his Ambassador ; Who, 
having exchanged their full powers, found in good and due form, have 
agreed upon the following Articles :— 

I. Frenchmen in Burmah and Burmese subjects in France shall be 
allowed freely to reside, trayel, trade, buy lands, sell them, cultivate 
them, and build on them, in conformity with the law of the country. 
They shail enjoy full and entire protection for their families and pro- 
perty, as well as all the advantages or privileges which are now or may 
be eventually accorded to the subjects of the most favoured nation. 
French missionaries shall enjoy in Burmah the same favours and im- 
munities as the missionaries of any other nation, Frenchmen travelling 
in Burmah in the interests of science, geographers, naturalists, an 
others, shall receive from the Burman authorities every assistance of 
which they may staud in need for the success of their investigations. 
Burmese subjects shall enjoy reciprocally the same facilities in France. 

II. Merchandise which Frenchmen may import into, or export out of, 
Burmah, and reciprocally merchandise which Burmese subjects may 
import into, or export out of Franco, shall neither pay different nor 
higher duties than if they had been imported or exported by the in- 
habitants of the country, or by foreigners belonging to the most 
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favoured nation. Burmese products in France and French products in 
Burmah shall enjoy the saine treatment as similar foreign products of 
the most favoured nation. The Burmese Government, anxious to en- 
courage the development of commercial exchanges between France and 
Burmah, engages not to impore upon thoarticles exchoued any Customs 
duty at a rate exceeding 5 per cont. of Chor value. After the payment 
of the itstort duty, the merchandise, into whese Irunds sever it may 
pass, shall not be subjected in Bartueh to any furtuer tax or imupost of 
any sort. 

IIL The two Governments recoznise reciprocally the right of each 
to maintain a diplomatic went at the other's Court, and to name Con- 
suls or Consular agents wherever the interests of their saljects or citi- 
zens may require them. These wents shail be entitled tu hoist the 
flag of their country, and they shail ouj wo persunally, as well as in the 
exercise of their office, the same protection and the same imauunities 
and prerogatives which are or miy subsequently be accorded ta the 
agents of the same rank of the mo-t favoured nation. 

{V. The Burmese Government desirins to faciitate, as far us it ean, 
the settlement of Frenchmen in Barinah it is agreed that the Burmese 
authorities shall not interfere in dilierences Letweoen Preuchmen ; and 
that differences between Frenchmen and Biertue ce subjects shall be 
decided by a mixed tribunal, compeo-ed of the Consul and of a Burtucse 
official of high rank. 

V. In the event of the death of a Frenchmen in Bartash, or of a 
Burmese subject in France, the elests of the decoteed ehidl be remitted 
tu his heirs ; and in default of these, to the Consul of his nation, who 
shall undertake their transmission to the proper purdes, 

VI. The present Convention shall remain in force, trom year to year, 
so long as neither Government shall have announced to the other, a 
year in advanee, its intention of puttingen end to its oneratin., It 
shall be ratitied, and the ratifeations shall be exchonged within the 
space of one year, or sooner, if possible. Tt shall be put into execution 
as soun as this exchange shill have taken place. In faith of which the 
respective Plenipotentiaries have signed this Convention, and have 
affixed their seals thereto. 














MORE ABOUT SALANGORE, 
(To the Editor of the Loudon aad China Tdoyraph,) 

Sir,—For some time past the trade of our Colony with Sunget 
Ujong has been seriously interrupted, or rather almost wholly 
stopped by a Malay chief ; and though Mahty polities are little 
cared for at home, it seems desirable that the existing state of 
things should be made better known there than it is, for it is our 
only chance of getling any redress. 

The Stite of Salanvore is separated froin the northern ex- 
tremity of our Scttlement of Malacca by the river Lingyi.,  Be- 
hind us, inland, that State borders on Rambau, through 
which the game river flows before it becomes our boundary. 
This Raimbau is in astate of disorder ; the Rajah is still a minor, 
and two chiefs, Perba and Mustafa, claim the regency. The 
latter haa the support of the chief of Sungei Ujonz, who ts one of 
the principal chieftains of the country. The former, Perha, es- 
tablished himself on a bank of the Linsei, just beyond our 
boundary, and took to levying black mail on all vessels and 
boats ascending or descending the river. Tn carrying on this 
game he seized a British vessel last December, Sir Mh. Ord des- 
patched a young cadet to remonstrate with him, but Perba would 
not even allow him to land. Two months later, Sir Harry pro- 
ceeded in person, under the wing of the Z:bru, Captain Denison, 
to the Linggi, and summoned Perba and other chiets toa palaver. 
Perba treated the summons with contempt, and the English 
Governor evaporated his feelinzs by sending him all manner of 
threats to blow him and his fort up if he stopped a British vessel 
again. Rockets were fired to show the Miday how terrible the 
British lion could be. But Perba treated the threats aud the 
rockets even as he had treated the summons, and his proceedings at 
last drove the Malacca traders to remonstrate with his Excellency. 
There was sume expectation that the man whe had net only aid 
hands on the British flag, but had actually derided Sir Harry's 
authority, would be brought to his senses, but the represeuta- 
tions of the Malacca people were answered with the polite remark 
that those who traded with native states with a view to large 
profits had no help to expect from Govermment ; and neither 
Perba nor his fort was blown up, notwithstanding his iis- 
demeanours. 

What was the meaning of this sudden turn of the tide?) Let 
me remind you that about a couple of years ayo Salangore 
was attacked by one of our men-of-war for having harboured 
some Chinese pirates, and that after that business was settled, 
Mr. Birch, the Colonial Secretary, took the opportunity of insist- 
ing on the Sultan of Salangore handing over the government if 
his country to his son-in-law, Tunku Cdin. | This “lunku Udin is 
in singular favour with our authorities ; indecd, his intluence 
is one tf the standing curiosities of the day here. It now 
appears that Perba is a friend of Tunku Udin, and therefore 
that it is out of the question to interfere with him or his stockade ! 
It is the other man, the Chief of Sungei Ujong, who is Tunku 
Udin’s enemy, and who must therefore be treated as our enemy, 
This chief visited his Excellency here lately, and as the latter 
dues not speak Malay, the agent of Tunkua Udin was selected as 
the most suitable interpreter at their interviews. The chicf 
wanted to buy arms and ammunition in our market (to clear the 
riyer of Perba), but he was told that he could not be allowed to 
doso. He wasalso informed that he had forfeited the confidence 
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worthy authority,

From the report published in the orth Chine Herald of July 
19, it appears that the phuntitfs, Messrs, Georze Smith and Co., 
were the holders of a policy granted ly the North China In- 


surance Company, covering a certain number of packages con- 
taining mineral water shipped to the plaintitts’ consignment, by 


a vessel from Enelind to Shanghai On the ship's arrival at her 
destination the packazes were placed on board a cargo-bont, in 
the usual way, for delivery at the jetty most convenient for the 
consignees. In the course of transit from the vessel to the jetty 
eight casks of the consigninent were lost overboard from the 
craft, and for these the plaintiffs claimed a partial loss under 
their policy, or, equivalently, for a total loss to the extent of the 
Inissing packaves, 

The claim was resisted by the North China Insurance Com- 
pany, on the ground that it could only be liable for a total loss 
of the whole parcel insured, and this plea was upheld by the 
Deputy Chief Judge. 1 do not happen to have a copy of the 
North China Insurance Company's usual policies at hand, but, if 
my memory serves me rightly, they do not contain any clauses 
different from those of Lloyd's and the leading London offices, 
and certainly their intent is to be of the same tenor and reputa- 
tion as the best policies issued in London, Your readers are 
doubtless aware of the FLPLA. clause attached to Lloyd's policies, 
but you will perhaps allow me ty quote a portion of it:—* War- 
ranted free from particular average unless the ship or craft be 
stranded, sunk or burut, but this clause not to exonerate the un- 
derwriters from paying any claun fur... 6. or special 
charges 6. wee es well as partial loss arising from tran- 
shipuent. Kuch craft or lighter to be deemed a separate tasurainee.” 
Tn the report of the case now before me the agent of the North 
China Tusurance Company is stated to have said that “the 
company would not consider themselves liable for the loss of 
anything short of the whole invoice.” 

The matter, therefore, rests thus :—Either the Shanghai agent 
of the North China Insurance Company represcuts the views of 
his directors, or he does not. If he docs, it follows that a policy 
issued by the North China Insurance Company in London does 
vot contain equally favourable chiuses for the assured as those 
issued at Lloyd's. If he, on the other hand, has spoken in 
laste or in crror, it would be well that his utterances should) be 
at once repudiated by the directors of the company. 

The North China Insurance Company has been known for its 
liberality and promptitude in scttling claims, and it was started 
with the head oflice at Shanghai, so as to avuid the vexatious 
delays of reference to a London Board ; but To much question 
the present wisdom of meeting chuis such as this by objections 
and repudiations which are vot only false in principle, but self-

It is notified that, under arrangements with the Shanghai 
Steam Navigation Company, the P. and O, Company are pre- 

red to take cargo at through rates for the River Ports, Chin- 
lang: Kiukiang, and Hankow ; also for Chefoo and Tientsin— 
to be conveyed from Shanghai by the first-class steamers of the 
former company. 


At the Bankruptcy Court on the 9th inst. a resolution of 
creditors, accepting 2s. in the pound, was registered in the case 
of Samuel Fisher, described as a silk merchant, of Old Broad- 
street, who failed in July, 1872. The total liabilities are esti- 
mated at £22,664, and the debts to the amount of £13,395 fully 
secured. The assets are about £2,826. 


Under the influence of increased sales in Liverpool at harden- 
ing rates the general tone of the Manchester Market has been 
firm, but prices remain much the same as last quoted. The upward 
tendency of the Cotton market causes producers to adhere more 
firmly to their quotations ; but on the other hand buyers con- 
tinue to pursue a cautious policy, and the business transacted 
has only been moderate in extent. 


Bar Silver, owing to a sudden demand for Russia, has increased 
in value, and_ business has been done at 593d. and 59}d. per oz. 
standard. Mexican Dollars have been placed at the same rate 
as last quoted. 


The amount of bullion by the P. and O. Company’s steamer 
Pera, which left Southampton Thursday, was—in gol, to Galle, 
£10,890 ; in silver, to Singapore, £65,000; to Hong Kong, 
£28,480; to Shanghai, £5,845. Total, in gold, £10,890; in 
silver, £99,325. 





THE BOARD OF TRADE RETURNS. 

The Board of Trade Returns for August have been issued, and 

ain contain evidence of a falling off in trade. The total value 
of the imports of foreign and colonial produce for the month 
amounts to £29,895,676, against £29,973,251 in the correspond- 
ing month of last year, and £28,910,442 in 1871. For the 
eight months the figures stand—1871, £217,237,849 ; 1872, 
£235,340,367 ; 1873, £245,902,119. The trifling increase is due 
entirely to heavier imports of wheat and flour. The receipts of 
cotton and other raw material of manufacture, with the ex- 
ception of wool, show a falling off. 

The total exports of British and Irish produce for the month 
of August are valued at £22,657,334, against £24,557,502 in the 
corresponding month of last year, and £22,221,245 in 1871. For 
the eight months the values are given—1871, £145,740,008 ; 
1872, £167,166,436 ; 1873, £171,401,295. The figures for the 
month show a decline of £1,900,168, or 7? per cent. from the 
corresponding month of last year, but an increase of 2 per cent. 
on August, 1871. The reduction as compared with last year 
has been principally in. woollen goods, which figure for a falling 
off of £1,255,323, or about 34 per cent., but a falling off is also 
exhibited in cotton goods to the amount of £393,426, or 6 per 
cent., and in iron manufactures of £591,919, or 16 per cent. 
The value of coal and patent fuel exported has been £1,130,216, 
showing a slight increase on the total of August, 1872, while the 
quantity for which this increased sum was charged was 13} per 
cent. less. Among the articles which show an increase on their 
value totals are—alkali, 14 per cent.; beer, 32 per cent. ; 
earthenware, 64 per cent. ; machinery, 20 per cent. ; linen manu- 
factures, 3 per cent., and miscellaneous goods 10 per cent., while 
on the other hand a decrease is shown in haberdashery 54 per 
cent., hardware 14 per cent., leather 10 per cent., and silk manu- 
factures 26 per cent.

TEA. 

Messrs. Capel and Co.’s Circular says :— 

Business during the past week has been on a moderate scale, the trade 
and exporters only buying for immediate wants. Prices have been 
tolerably steady, but fair new blackish-leaf and fine Kaisow Congous 
have sold at rather lower prices ; 24,120 packages have been offered in 
public sale during the week, of which 23,500 packages have been sold 
without reserve. At Thursday’s auctions fair blackish-leaf kinds sold 
rather easier. The deliveries for the week amount to 3,506,000 lba., 
against 3,517,000 lbs. last year. ; 

Congous.—Red-leaf kinds : Siftings have been rather more in request, 
at fully previous rates. Broken-leaf kinds show no change. Fair to 
good common remain steady at from 11d. to 1s, 04d. per Ib. Fair 
Kaisows, of old import, are wanted, from 1s. 1d. to 1s. 2d. per 1b. New 
Kaisows: The fair kinds up to 1s. 6d. per lb. have been steady ; good to 
fine from 1s. 7d. to 1s. 11d. per Ib., and finest from 2s. to 2s. 3d. have 
been sold 1d. per Ib. lower. Pak Lin kinds have been enquired for, the 
moderate prices current having drawn attention to them. Black-leaf 
kinds : Low to common kinds, of old import, remain much depressed. 
Fair to good common have been dull of sale. New Teas: Fair to 
good medium have sold about 4d. to 1d. per Ib. lower, fine have 
been steady. Finest remain very firm, at full prices. New-make Can- 
ton kinds have sold to a fair extent at previous rates. Oolongs: Old 
season's have sold at public sale from 104d. to 109d. per Ib., showing 
no change. New kinds have been dull of sale at former prices. 
Souchongs, Flowery Pekves, and Uncoloured Japans show no material 
change. Scented Teas: Canton Capers of old import have been 
rather more in request at the low prices current. New Teas have been 
rather more in demand, owing to the firmness of holders, a large por- 
tion of the cargo, per Duna, having been withheld from the market. 
Foo-Chow kinds have been steady. Orange Pekoes: Canton kinds are only 
saleable at low prices. Foo-Chow kinds show no.change since last week. 
Green Teas ; Some arrivals of new season Teas have been offered at public 
auction, and No. 1 Gunpowder has been sold from 2s. 64d. to 2s. 10d. per 
Ib., and No. 1 Young Hyson from 1s. 8d. to 1s. 11d. per Ib., with other 
grades in proportion. About 5,000 packages, per Pekin, are advertised for 
sale to-morrow, and 2,000 packages for Tuesday. Old season’s have 
realised about previous prices for nearly all kinds, finest Young Hysons 
and Gunpowders showing some improvement. Canton kinds remain 
without alteration. 

SILK. 


Messrs. Kilburn, Kershaw, and Co. report as follows :— 

There is rather less doing again in China Silk, and the market gene- 
rally has been quieter in tone this week, but prices are unaltered, and 
deliveries continue satisfactory. In Canton Silk there has been rather 
a large business within the last few days at firmer prices ; and in 
Japans demand exists for Mybash at our quotations. Bengals are much 
the same—a little more inquiry, perhaps, for fine Silk at low pricea, 
but no real disposition shown to buy. The clearances of Silk from Ist 
to 10th inst. are good, say—China, 1,025, Canton, 283, Japan 384, and 
Bengals 173 ; total, 1,865 bales. ” 

SUGAR. 

There has been more inquiry for refining kinds, and business has 
shown a slight extension, while prices are steadier. There has, however, 
been again an absence of business in East Indian kinds. 





Cocoa-nut Ort.—A fair amount of business has been done at steady 
prices, closing at £33 5s. for Ceylon, and £38 10s. for Cochin ; 150 
tons Ceylon August-September-October shipment have been sold at 
£34 per ton. 7 

Cutcn.—The market is very quiet, although firm; scarcely any 
business has been doing. At auction 200 boxes good Pegue Flag mark 
were sold at 20s, 6d. per cwt. 
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GaMBIER continues inactive. At auction 717 bags cubes sold at 32s, 
to 82s, 4d., chiefly at 32s. 6d., being some decline, and 927 bales good 
pressed cubes bought in at 32s. 6d. Privately about 400 bales have 
been sold at 24s. 6d., ex quay; and for arrival 60 tons August shipment, 
per steamer, at 233. 9d., ex ship. 

Hemp.—No transactions in Manila. 

Hipes.—At Thursday's sales the supply of all kinds was very limited, 
and experienced a good inquiry, and for East India Ox and Cow full to 
slightly advanced rates were paid fur all kinds. Buffalo were in fair de- 
mand at fully former prices. Of Oc and Cow Singapore and Penang 
heavy, average 9} Ibs. sold at 74d. per lb, Of 2,410 Singapore and 
Penang Buffalo offered 1,400 sold-—light, average 9} Ibs. at Gyd. ; first 
heavy, 22? to 20 Ibs. at 52d. to 6}d.; second heavy, 263 Ibs. at 5d. 

JAPAN Wax.—Has been in large supply, and has further declined. In 
tuction of 1,175 boxes offered only about 250 boxes sold, good hard 
extra large saucer at 64s. 6d., strained small at 52s. to 53s, 6d., the 
remainder being bought in, square cake 65s., middling 62s. 6d., but 120 
boxes fine hard square cakes have since sold privately at 653, At another 
auction Thursday, of 590 cases offered 166 cases sold, fine thin saucers 
at 67s. 6d., bold thick yellowish to good fair small at 60s. to 61s. 6d. 
per cwt. 

Perrer.—The market both for Black and White concinues dull. Of 
Black the public sales have been confined to Penang, of which 2,128bags 
went off slowly, and only 750 bags sold at previous rates, fair 62d. to 7d., 
good West Coast at 7d. White: The large supply of 859 Lays Singa-
